The AFL-CIO will give the 
United Farm Workers, Union 
$1.6 million to help it survive the 
combined attack. of the growers 
and the Teamsters Union, it was 
announced last week, and Ala- 
meda County labor representa- 
tives who spent time on picket 
lines in the vineyards believe 
that will make it possible for the 
UFW to win. 

The money was allocated for a 
three-month period by a vote of 
the AFL-CIO Executive Council 
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on May 9. It will be used 
primarily to pay strike benefits 
to strikers who have no other 
means of support if they leave 
the fields. In addition, the council 
pledged “substantial” man- 
power. 

George Meany, president of 
the AFL-CIO, declared that the 
organization “will do anything 
necessary to keep that union 
alive.” With reference to the 
Teamsters’ campaign, he said it 
is “one of the most vicious union- 
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busting efforts I've seen in my 
lifetime.” 

Bill Kircher, director of organ- 
ization for the AFL-CIO, had 
already taken a leading role in 
the conduct of strike activities in 
the Coachella Valley and the 
Alameda County Central Labor 
Council had sent two representa- 
tives, Steve Martin and Carl 
Jaramillo, to help him. Return- 
ing after two weeks, they had 
told the council that the United 
Farm Workers had to have at 
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least half a million dollars to 
keep their strike against table 
grape growers going in Coachel- 
la (which is about 75 miles from 
the Mexican border). 

Even the partial loss of man- 
power so far has had its effect. 
The CLC representatives ex- 
plained that the two Coachella 
Valley growers who stayed with 
the UFW (Friedman Co. and 
Larson) were at least two weeks 
ahead of the others in the 
process of pruning bunches and

In an attempt to find a positive 
program that will permit plan- 
ned development and still take 
care of environmental needs, the 
secretary of the Alameda County 
Building Trades Council pro- 
posed this week that the county 
establish a ‘land bank” for 
development. 

“There seems to be a substant- 
ial feeling that the county should 
not zone any more Jand~for 
building. There also seems to be 
some reluctance on the part of 
owners to sell, and the county 
can’t condemn land that is al- 
ready zoned residential except 
for public purposes,” Childers 
said. “Iam proposing that the 
county condemn and buy land for 
the purpose of providing housing 
according to county plan. 

“If we are going to make 
planning as strict as people seem 
to want, we're going to have to 
go this way .. .” Childers said. 

“The cost of land is such a 
major factor in housing that it 
makes sense for the county to 
stockpile land. If we can finance 
the Coliseum with retirement 
funds we could finance this 
program.” 

Childers believes the program 
would pay for itself and for 
streets and sewers and other 
services through the sale of land 
to developers, with controlled 
increments in land value. 

As it is now, he said, develop- 
ers drive prices up by competing 
for available land and the holder 
of agricultural land pockets the 
profit.

It was not the temporary 
restraining order that made 
Sunday racing at Golden Gate 
Fields possible last week—as you 
may have read in the papers— 
but a negotiated settlement that 
ended the dispute. 

True, Superior Court Judge 
Lionel Wilson had issued a TRO 
prohibiting members of the 
Theatrical and Entertainment 
Janitors Union Local 9 from 
picketing the track pending a 
hearing May 18, and the Tanfor- 
an Racing Association hoped 
that would mean no problem 
about starting up the races on 
Saturday, May 8. True, union 
officers cooperated with the 
court and, when they were 
served with papers, the day 
after the strike began, pulled 
pickets off the line. 

But new pickets kept turning 
up. Fired up by their determina- 
tion to get double time for 
Sunday work, they couldn’t stop 
picketing just on anybody’s say- 
so and had to see the papers. 
Those took awhile to read 
through. An more pickets 
showed up and went through the 
same thing. Meanwhile all other

That appeared to bd cont ee 
also, of the national Executive 
Council, which, in voting cash 
assistance, said nothing about 
supporting a boycott. Whatever 
activity is undertaken by sup- 
port groups in the community at 
large, the AFL-CIO apparently 
plans to concentrate its re- 
sources on the kinds of activity 
its leaders feel will be most 
effective. 

The Alameda County Central 
Labor Council had already voted 
to ask all local unions to channel 
their contributions through the 
CLC, which sends it on to 
Kircher for AFL-CIO efforts. 
There is an immediate need for 
those contributions to cover the 
expenses already incurred by 
the CLC representatives in 
Coachella. 

Martin and Jaramillo reported 
that 100 Teamsters—many of 
them striking furniture movers 
from Los Angeles—were being 
paid $67.50 a day to police the 
fields. UFW members call them 
“gorillas,” and Martin donned a 
hairy gorilla costume one Friday 
night to play the part of the 
“bride” of the “grower” in a skit 
at a strike meeting. 

Up at 3:30 a.m., the CLC 
representatives turned out with 
the farm workers before dawn, 
talked to them on their “lunch” 
break at 9 a.m. and visited them 
in the labor camp after they 
went “home” at 2 p.m. They 
showed the farm workers how to 
make citizens’ arrests when 
Teamsters spit on a boy or 
insulted a girl in an attempt to 
provoke violence, and succeeded 
in getting the police to respond 
when Teamsters displayed clubs 
and other weapons. 

“Most of the farm workers are 
about 5 feet nine and 135 pounds. 
I’m six feet and 200 pounds and 
was small compared to the 
Teamsters,” Martin said. “But 
the farm workers are tough 
people. They want to win this 
strike and they think they can.” 

Martin and Jaramillo think 
they can, too, now that they have 
money to carry them through 
the summer.

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Insurance—people are funny? 


In the early days of television, 
Art Linkletter gained national 
fame by demonstrating that 
“People Are Funny.” Now he is 
trying to prove his theory all 
over again by peddling mail- 
order health insurance for the 
National Home Life Assurance 
Co. of Valley Forge, Pa. Folksy, 
saccharine, you - know - me -I - 
wouldn't - fool - you — messages 
from Linkletter tout the benefits 
of National's “extra cash hospi- 
talization indemnity plan” in full- 
page newspaper ads, radio and 
TV commercials, and mail-order 
pamphleteering. The plan, say 
the hucksters, “provides benefits 
right when you need them 
most.” But does it? 


Item: Linkletter’s plan pays 
$20 a day if you are hospitalized. 
The benefits, however, are effec- 
tive with the first day of. hos- 
pitalization only if the injury 
resulted from an accident. The 
benefits apply to sickness only 
_with the sixth day of hospitaliza- 
tion, and then only if you had not 
been treated for that particular 
illness within the previous 12 
months before the policy began. 

Item: In California, the aver- 
age daily hospital charge is $65 
per day, or $140 per day for 
intensive care. Linkletter’s pay- 
ment of $20 daily will still leave 
you bankrupt. 


Item: Nationally, the average 
hospital stay is 8.1 days, and 
many prepaid group health plans

have reduced that average to 
under 7 days. So the average 
citizen, hospitalized for an illness 
which qualifies under the Link- 
letter timeline, might be able to 
eke out one, maybe two, days of 
benefits. 


Item: The Linkletter plan pays 
$12 per day for children who are 
hospitalized. In most hospitals 
the average daily charge is as 
much (or more) for children as it 
is for adults. 


Item: The Linkletter plan does 
not pay for conditions caused by 
“any mental disease or functional 
nervous disorder.” Nowhere is 
this phrase defined. This could 
mean, and probably does, that 
you are not covered for: al- 
lergies, asthma, blurred vis- 
ion, colitis, dermatitis, gastritis, 


- frigidity, impotence, headaches, 


migraine, peptic ulcer, loss of 
motor control, insomnia, spastic 
conditions, hypertension, obes- 
ity, ete. 

Still, it must be said, Link- 
letter has earned his keep. For 
the year ending December 31, 
1971, National Home sold $23.9 
million worth of the Linkletter 
plan and paid out benefits of onlv

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$7.6 million. It was National's 
biggest seller that year (and the 
country’s most popular mail- 
order plan). 

This much came from the 
California Council for Health 
Plan Alternatives. There is more 
in the May 1973 issue of Con- 
sumer Reports, which says that 
most people are misled in the 
same way by most mail-order 
health insurance plans. 

The average eight-day hos- 
pitalization costs $738. Even the 
holder of an expensive $1,000 a 
month policy can expect a pay-off 
of only 36% of the average bill, 
or $266. The holder of a $400 a 
month policy for in-hospital pro- 
tection would only collect, at 
most, $106, or just 14 percent of 
the average bill. 

Worse, a high percentage of 
claims are not paid at all. 
National Liberty, for which Link- 
letter speaks, was found to. have 
rejected 38.5 percent of the 
claims received on 1970-issue 
policies. 

People are funny? Innocent, 
perhaps. Trusting, yes. But not 
funny.

Will contractors pocket 
scheduled July raise? 


Four representatives of north- 
ern California Carpenters made 
a trip to Washington D.C. last 
weekend to try to get an okay for 
the wage and fringe raises that 
are supposed to go into effect 
next month. A 65 cents an hour 
wage increase is scheduled for 
June 16, and a 20 cents an hour 
increase in pension contributions 
is due July 1, together with 
another 5 cents on fringes to be 
allocated by the union. But 
contractors may pocket all or 
part of it. 

Word that President Nixon’s 
Construction Industry Stabiliza- 
tion Committee (CISC) had 
blocked such negotiated in- 
creases for some other unions 
spurred the trip by Joe O’Sulli- 
van, president of the Five Bay 
Counties District Council of Car- 
penters, and by three officers of 
the 46 Counties Conference 
Board: president John Rebeiro, 
vice-president Larry Null, and 
secretary-treasurer John Watts. 

Sam Herrod, business repre- 
sentative for Local 642, noted 
that O'Sullivan was “the first on 
the picketline at Candlestick 
Park.” The delay in construction 
of the ballpark was the best 
publicized confrontation of the 
1971 strike, which resulted in the 
current agreement. 

The 1973 wage increase is 
supposed to be automatic and 
contractors have figured on it in 
making their bids for work this 
year, Herrod noted. “If the raise 
is cancelled, contractors will still 
charge what they bid. They will 
simply pocket the money that 
was agreed upon as a condition 
for ending that strike,” he said. 
“What we might do about it 
would depend on how angry the 
men are.” 

NOMINATIONS at the last 
meeting made it official—Sam 
Herrod is retiring as business 
representative and Marvin Mar- 
tin as financial secretary, leaving 
the union’s two full-time offices 
wide open in the all day election 
on Friday, June 8.

You have to be able 
to prove that you began the 
trade on the date you claim. 
Remember, the longer you wait 
getting the proof of your dates 
the harder is is because mem- 
bers who you worked with may 
not be around to verify that they 
worked with you in the shop you 
claim. This holds true for your 
apprenticeship time also, so any- 
one who thinks their accredited 
time is not correct please do not 
wait for retirement before you 
decide to do something about it. 

For those members who are 
going to retire in the not too 
distant future, be sure that you 
go to the Social Security office at 
least three months before your 
planned retirement. There they 
will tell you just what informa- 
tion you need to satisfy your 
claim with them as well as how 
much you can earn each month 
while on retirement, etc. Be sure 
to check the Northern California 
Pension Office at the same time 
so that there will be no hang-up 
there. 

As you are all aware, election 
time in this Local is here again so 
put these dates on your calendar 
so you will not forget. Nomina- 
tion of officers will be Friday 
night at 8:00 p.m., June 1, 1973 
in Hall “M” of the Labor Temple.

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OUR PENSION PLAN went 
into effect in 1958 at a contribu- 
tion rate of 7 cents per hour 
worked. Five years later is was 
at a contribution rate of 10 cents 
per hour worked. That means 
that the 216 members that were 
working full time during these 
five years were having less than 
$200.00 per year contributed in 
their behalf by their employer. 
At that time many members 
realized that you cannot build a 
very good pension on so little 
each year and so today we are at 
a contribution rate of 70 cents 
per hour worked. At the present 
time, members that are working 
full time are having over $1200 
per year contributed in their 
behalf by their employer. At our 
present pension factor of $2.60 
per $100 contribution, it doesn’t 
take long to figure out that a 
member who works full time 
now builds up his pension some- 
where between $30 and $35 per 
month for every year he works 
over 1700 hours. In other words 
—a member who works steady, 
every 3 years increases his 
pension right around $100 per 
month and bear in mind, that is 
at the present rate of 70 cents 
per hour. In investigating other 
pension plans of some of the 
other building trades we find 
that the factor of $2.60 per $100 
is higher than any of the others 
and also most of the other plans 
only go back 10 or 12 years on 
past service and our plan gives 
up to 32 years on past service. 

AS FOR HEALTH CARE we 
know some of the schedule of 
benefits in our plan are low and 
members do have to pay part of 
the bill, but for the 38 cents per 
hour contribution it really isn’t 
too shabby. We suggest that 
when you get the opportunity, 
ask the plumber, fitter, elec- 
trician or any other craftsman 
about their health plans and then 
ask what their contribution rate 
is—you will find it is almost 
double yours. 

We wish to remind all mem- 
bers that Local #216 does belong 
to the Contra Costa Labor Blood 
bank. Every member and his 
dependents are included under 
this plan. If and when you or 
your dependents need blood, get 
in touch with our office. Appren- 
tices and their dependents are 
included also.

The AFL-CIO calls Watergate “this bizarre and 
sickening chapter in the history of dirty politics.” And it 
IS sickening—as if the press had lanced a pimple on the 
face of the administration and found a cancer spreading 
from the core. We must force ourselves to look at it, 
though our vision may not be wide enough to see how 
thoroughly our country has been up for sale to all sorts of 
special interests eager to grab while the grabbing was 
good. 

Nor should we shy away out of fear that confidence 
in “the presidency” will be undermined. The honor of the 
office of the president is not in question—only the extent 
to which the man who holds that office has undermined 
it. Whether or not he literally issued orders for spying, 
bribing, or cover-up operations may be in question, but 
there is no doubt that Richard Nixon established an 
atmosphere in which it seemed normal to his close 
associates to issue such orders. 

The scandal still is unfolding and we are far from 
having said that last word on it, but, for starters, the 
AFL-CIO Executive Council has said a mouthful. Here is 
the text of its May 8 statement (slightly shortened): 


AFL-CiIO STATEMENT 


The American people have been profoundly shaken 
by the Watergate revelations and the evidence of related 
scandals that reach into the upper echelons of the White 
House. 

Corruption is no stranger to American politics. But 
what makes this case particularly Outrageous is that the 
object was not the satisfaction of personal greed so much 
as the large-scale subversion of the democratic political 
process. 

It is indeed a subversion of political democracy when 
one party, because of its access to vast and excessive 
sums of money, can exercise the advantages of wealth 
and power to pervert the Justice Dept. and the White 
House itself to undermine its opposition and cement its 
grip on the reins of government.

domestic affairs by means of economic controls, 
impoundments, vetoes and the like. 

The American people cannot help but wonder 
whether such extraordinary powers can be wielded 
wisely, and for the common good, by an Administration 
So Steeped in scandal and twisted by privilege. 

We have no special information, but we are not 
Satisfied that anything like the full truth has been put 
forth or that the cover-up is over... 

We need a restoration of confidence in the workings 
of government. This can only be achieved by a vigorous 
and thorough impartial investigation conducted by an 
outside commission made up of citizens who are of 
unquestioned stature and uncompromised, in fact or 
appearance, by friendships or associations with leading 
figures in the Administration. Such an investigation must 
not be impeded by the invocation of “executive privilege,” 
for the ruthless and criminal use of executive privilege is 
exactly the question at issue... 

In his television broadcast, the President promised 
steps to make sure that there won’t be any more 
Watergates. His pledge would be far more convincing if 
he gave vigorous support to campaign-spending legisla- 
tion such as that backed by the AFL-CIO. Money is 
indeed the root of this evil. 

It is outrageous that briefcases filled with $100 bills 
should be passing between political fat cats and 
peeping-toms while the average housewife Struggles to 
Stretch her food dollars at the grocery store, and the 
President piously calls for fiscal restraint and economic 
sacrifice. 

The sooner we get a full airing of this bizarre and 
Sickening chapter in the history of dirty politics, the 
better for the Administration and for the American 
people.

Theatrical Janitors 121, SEIU 
have acerted a threatened strike 
against bay area theatres with a 
new contract, thanks partly to a 
promise of support by Moving 
Picture Operators Local 169. 

Called in to help with nego- 
tiations, Richard K. Groulx, 
secretary-treasurer of the Ala- 
meda County Central Labor 
Council, met several times with 
the Operators, as well as with 
the theatre owners’ association. 

Local 121 was able to preserve 
an area-wide agreement extend- 
ing to Santa Rosa, and get a 90 
cents an hour raise this year, 
63'/2 cents next year and 60 
cents in the third year, plus 
prescription drugs and mainten- 
ance of other health and welfare 
benefits. 

Frank Figone represented 
Local 121, and Jack Goldberger, 
head of Teamster Joint Council 
7, also helped in negotiations.

535 has been chosen as bargain- 
ing agent for first line Welfare 
supervisors in Alameda and Con- 
tra Costa counties. 

The Contra Costa supervisors 
voted 90 to 14 for Local 535 
representation in balloting con- 
cluded April 20. The previous 
week, Local 535 gained recogni- 
tion for Alameda Welfare super- 
visors by a 40 to 5 vote of Social 
Work supervisors and a 64-4 
margin of Eligibility supervisors. 
In both counties, Local 535 is the 
bargaining agent for line staff. 

In voting for Local 535, super- 
visors in both counties rejected 
the notion that they are part of 
the “management team.” As one 
supervisor exclaimed, “When it 
comes to pay, vacations, sick 
leave and workload, we suffer 
most of the inequities of the line 
staff. The only time we're part of 
management is when they ex- 
plain that managerial employees 
don’t get overtime pay.”
